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Acoording to the news media, Shaw spent some 
time in Ne.w_ York City where he was engaged in advertising 
and public relations work. During World War II he 
reportedly served in the United States Army in Europe ! 
attaining the rank of major. He received the Croix 
do Guerre of France and the Legion of Merit. and the 
Bronze Star from the United States. Following the war 
he returned to New Orleans in 1D4G at which time he 
pecame managing director of the International Trade Mart, 
lie resigned this position in August, 1965. He Is currently 
engaged in the remodeling and sale of real property in the 
French quarter of New Orleans. -
